To the inhabitants of the town of New Durham, in the 
County of Strafford, in said state, qualified to vote 
in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at town hall in 
said New Durham on Tuesday, the 8th day of March, 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers 
for the year ensuing. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriations of the same. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to au- 
thorize the selectmen to hire money on the credit of the 
town to pay its just debts. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to author- 
ize the selectmen to administer or dispose of any real 
estate acquired by the town through tax collector’s 
deed. 


Article 5. To see what per cent discount the 
town will vote to allow on property taxes and on what 
dates such discount shall be allowed. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to accept 
the budget estimates as recommended by the budget 
committee. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to work 
8 hours per day, and 40 hours per week and no less than 
40 cents per hour for all hand labor. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to accept 
state aid for construction of Class II roads and raise 
and appropriate for said purpose the sum of $1,000.00, 
the state to give $4,000.00, or will accept state aid for 
construction of Class V roads and raise and appropriate 
for said purpose the sum of $569.45, the state to give 
$2,212.81. 
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Article 9. To elect delegates to the Constitution- 
al Convention.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
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Part I. Educational Policy 


It has been said by many of the greatest leaders 
in America that the public school is always at least a 
generation behind the needs of society. Probably the 
chief reason for this condition is that social problems 
do not get serious attention until they become acute. 
In searching fcr an agency that may be considered 
responsible for an unhealthy social condition it is com- 
mon practice to decide that the public school is respon- 
sible and should do something about it. It is difficult 
for any of us to realize fully how tremendously rapid 
our modes of living are changing and what changes in 
our educational system are thereby needed. A few 
such changes are so obvious that it should be com- 
paratively easy for us to see their implications. Only 
a generation ago nearly every rural boy and girl had to 
help enough with the work in and around the home to 
learn those manual skills that would be so useful all 
through life and to gain the physical development 
necessary for healthy living. Today few boys and 
girls even on farms have “‘chores” enough to do to per- 
mit them to acquire manual skill to any appreciable 
extent or to develop their muscular strength and co- 
ordination. 

No other agency is so well prepared to take over 
this responsibility as the public school and in many 
places it has been doing much along this line for a 
number of years. The schools of New Durham should 
recognize the problem and gradually modify their pro- 
grams to meet the needs of the boys and girls as those 
needs are found to exist. A careful reading of the par: 
of this report dealing with the results of the eighth 
grade tests last spring should convince anvone that a 
large percentage of the boys and girls leaving the local 
elementary schools are not capable of reaching a high 
standard in the command of fundamental academic 
knowledge as measured by the ability to spell words, 
place rivers and towns geographically, solve problems 
in arithmetic and use correct English. Yet many of 
those scholastically slow pupils could readily learn to 
repair a clock, build a hen coop, make an omelet, or 
crochet a table cloth if they had suitable instruction 
and an opportunity to practice. The progressive de- 
velopment of the New Durham Schools during the next 
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decade will incorporate facilities for making the acqui- 
sition of such skills possible. 


Part II. Administration and Organization 
(a) Special Music Supervision 


Due to special help from the state in the form of 
additional state aid of $50.00 and to the commendable 
interest on the part of the school board, New Durham 
pupils are now privileged to have special instruction 
in music under the direction of Elizabeth Girardet of 
Pittsfield, a graduate of the music supervisor’s course 
of Keene Normal School. Miss Girardet began her 
work in the local schools last month and the pupils 
are greatly enjoying the extra help. The budget for 
1938-1939 is planned with the continuation of this ser- 
vice in mind and as long as the state aid covers about 
half the expense, it is hoped that the voters will see 
fit to grant their approval. 

(b) Reorganization of Supervisory Union 

The cut by the 1937 legislature in the appropri- 
ation for the salaries of superintendents from $106,000 
to $100,000 compelled the state board of education to 
reduce the number of superintendents and assistant 
superintendents in the state from fifty-three to fifty. 
In order to do this several of the supervisory unions 
of the state were reorganized to absorb the dissolution 
of two unions. One assistant superintendency, that 
of Concord, was discontinued and the two unions dis- 
solved were Plymouth and Wolfeboro. Wolfeboro and 
Tuftonboro are now in the Pittsfield union which now 
consists of the school districts of Pittsfield, Wolfeboro, 
Alton, Barnstead, New Durham and Tuftonboro, and 
is one of the largest in the state. About 1325 pupils 
are enrolled in the schools of the union and are under 
the immediate guidance of fifty-eight teachers and 
three school nurses. 


Part III. Instruction 


(a) Teachers 


There were no changes in the teaching force dur- 
ing the school year but at the end of the year another 
teacher had to be found to take the place of Mrs. 
Fuhrman who had decided to leave the teaching pro- 
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fession to be with her family. She had served New 
Durham for many years as a faithful and highly effi- 
cient teacher. Mrs. Bernice A. Parshley was elected 
to fill the vacancy thus left. She has picked up the 
work left by her predecessor and is carrying on very 
capably. 


(b) Textbooks 


During the past year definite progress has been 
made in the plan to bring the textbooks up to a reason- 
able standard. In the primary grades where an effort 
is being made to develop a broad reading program, the 
following books have been purchased: extension 
readers in art in grades one, two and three; and in 
social science in grades two and three. Each pupil in 
grades three, four, five and six is now equipped for the 
first time with a textbook in language. 

A committee of teachers has been working for 
some time on the selection of a suitable series of text- 
books in health for grades four, five and six and as 
soon as a decision can be reached the books will be 
ordered. 


(c) Highth Grade Tests 


Standardized general achievement tests were 
given last May to all eighth grade pupils in the su- 
pervisory union. Of the 121 taking the test 44 
equalled or exceeded the standard score. These 44 
pupils were distributed as follows: Pittsfield, 16 (out 
of 32 pupils) ; Alton, 9 (out of 21); Barnstead, 7 (out 
of 14); Farmington, 12 (out of 48), and New Dur- 
ham, 0 (out of 6). 

The median score was 8.4, four months along in 
the eighth grade. This was four months below stand- 
ard. ‘The Pittsfield median was 8.8, exactly standard; 
the Alton median was 8.7, one month below standard ; 
the Barnstead median 9.0, two months above standard ; 
Farmington 8.2, six months below standard, and New 
Durham 6.8, two years below standard. 

Twenty-eight of the 121 pupils showed achieve- 
ment equal to or better than normal freshmen in high 
school (score 9.8 or better); forty showed achieve- 
ment not above normal seventh graders (score 7.8 or 
less) ; eight were two years above standard (10.8 or 
better) ; twenty were two years below (6.8 or less) ; 
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two were three years above (11.8 or better), and four 
were three years below (5.8 or less). One pupil nearly 
sixteen years old, showed he had reached only the mid- 
dle of the fourth grade in scholastic achievement.

Part V. The School Plant 


The school buildings and stationary equipment 
are now in very good condition. The small repair 
item mentioned in the last report, the replacement of 
the shades at the Plains, has received attention, and a 
steel book case has been purchased for the primary 
room there. In order to maintain the school plant at 
a good standard such repairs as the following will need 
to be made within the next few years: (1) Painting 
at the Plains and later at the Ridge; (2) Shingling; 
(8) Gradual replacement of tip-seat type desks by 
modern movable furniture. 

For the safety of the children at the Plains school 
the school yard should be enclosed by a suitable fence 
as soon as the necessary money can be made available. 
It is impossible to keep playing children off the high- 
way without the aid of a physical barrier.

Part VII. Report of School Nurse 


The general health of the children of New Dur- 
ham has been excellent in spite of an epidemic of 
measles last spring and a small number of scarlet 
fever cases confined to two families this winter. 

The community fund providing for hot lunches 
for children who bring their dinners has been a great 
benefit to the health and quality of school work of these 
children. This is one of the most forward looking 
measures taken by the town of New Durham. 

Several cases needing services of social workers 
have been found and referred to the proper agencies, 
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where suitable solutions were found to the problems. 
Needed clothing was gotten and follow up work done in 
several homes. Close cooperation with the work of 
Miss Dorothy Morse, the pre-school nurse, has pre- 
vented duplication of effort and has been most bene- 
ficial to the health service offered to the town of New 
Durham. 

Although some children were able to have physi- 
cal defects corrected at school clinics and by private 
means, more work in this line is necessary. The dental 
clinic, dropped because of the abnormal increase in the 
school population caused by the local activity in the 
lumber business, should be reestablished soon if the 
benefits of the work already done are not to be lost. A 
tonsil clinic is also necessary as soon as the weather 
is more suitable. Several children should also be 
fitted to glasses.
